The Cova da Iria, where 
the 


shepherd children reported

visions oi the Virgin, was a grassy 
slope. The children had paused to 
play and were building a hut when 
the sky suddenly darkened. They 
were about to'run when — as they 
later told their story — they saw 
a beautiful lady in white. 


Lucia/oldest of the three, found 


courage to "ask her 
what they 


should do, The children were told 
to come the 13th of each month 
to the same spot until Oct. 13, 
when, they were promised, some- 
thing unusual would occur. The 
children's story spread, 


. Questioned closely by public au- 
thorities they held to their story 
of the 
beautiful lady, .in white. 


They said they saw her the 13th 
of- each 
month
